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AS TO OATS. 

Now that the harvest is practically 

on and Alberta will have ve 
sti f§ a 

crap of good oats the question o' 
market comes up. Last year the South 
African war and the shortage of corn 


‘in the States combined to give us the 


best market we ever had. But the 
South African war is over, the Uniied 
States has a big crop of its own, the 
Kootenay is st"!l dull, and the en)y! out- 
look at present is the demand from 
Australia caused by the drought there. 
In reaching this market we have the 
very great advantages of a direct steam- 
ship line from Vancouver, but on ihe 
other hand we are certain to have ihe 
competition of the grain which reaches 
the ocean at Seattle and Portland. 
Australia is a long distance away. The 
demaud is as exceptional as that o° 
the South African war, and therefore 
business arrangements cun be only 
temporary. We have ro business con- 
nections with Australia. On the whole 
it looks very much as though the in- 
tervention of the department of agri- 
culture on the lines of last year would 
be more than acceptable if rot actual- 
ly necessary if advantage is to be tak- 


en of the Australian conditious io | 


find 2 market for Alberta outs. And 
here ocegrs the suggestion that the 
way in which the efforts of the de- 
partment were met by local dealers last 
year, was not such as to encourage a 
renewal of the effort. 

However, this is no time to stand 
on ceremony. The oats are now in 
sight, of a quality never surpassed even 
bere. There is a market there; but 
others are as willing and able toreach 
it as we. We have no corner on the 
Australian market this season, as we 
had on the Sowih African lasts ‘year. 
We will seli our oats in Austraiia onlly 
if we push the sale and get in first sq 
that their supericr quality will have a 
chance to tell in their favor. There is 
still a considerable quantity of last 

year’s oats on hand which would  an- 
swer as samples or even! as a tripj ship- 

ment. ) . 

Because things came our Way 80 
freely last year is no reason that they 
will do so this year. We cannot be 
up ard doing too soon if we are to get 
the Agystralian trade. The Bulletin 
would respectfully suggest that the 
boards of trade and business men’s as- 
sociations of Northern Alberta take 
joint action to approach the depart- 
meut of agriculture for ihe purpose of 
finding out just how far the depart- 
ment will bea willing io gq in assisi- 
ing the sale of Alberta outs in Aus- 
tralia. With that information in hand 
further ection as circumstances would 
require might bs taken. The railway 
and steamship companies would have 
to be seen about rates and possibly 
somethiag might be doae with the city 
of Vancouver to secure shipping con- 
veniences there. There is no time to 
iose ii any action is to be taken, 
the market depends on the continuance 
of the drought and that might come to 
an end at any time.

COAL. 
What is the matter with Alberta 
coal? Alberta has coal deposits 1o 


supply the world, of ali qualities upto 
anthracite. Mines are being worked on 
all the railway lines. And yet the 
coal industry of Alberta is limited and 
comparatively ucimportant. The  in- 
dustry is limited because ihe market 1s 
limited. But how can the market for 
coal be limited in a country of large 
| papulation and cold winiers where 
_ there 1s no other fuel? The Maniioba 
| cities and the towns and _ villages 
| throughout Manitoba and the Yorth- 
| west must use a vast quantity o? coal. 
The deposits o° Alberta are far closer | 
to this demand than any other. Win- 
nipeg is the most easterly ind largest 
point of demand. It is 760 miles from 
the bitmenous mines at Lethbridge 
and 900 from the anthracite mines at 
Anthracite. li is over 1500 miles from 
the coal regions of Pennsyvania and 
yet Pennsyvania supplies more coal to | 
Winnipeg than Alberta. The coal is 
| 
} 
| 
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shipped from the mines several hundred 
miles by rail to the lakes, there tran- 
shipped to vessels, and carried io Fort 
William, there transhipped again and 
hauled 436 miles by rail to Winnipeg. 
There is as great a rail haul from 
Pennsylvania to Wiynipeg as from 
Lethbridge and two transhipmenis and 
a thousand miles of navigation besides. 
This does rot look as thqugh proper ef- 
forts were being made by Canadian 
railroads to develup Canadian resources 
under ordinary -onditions. But just at 
present the conditions are not ordin- 
ary. There is a vust strike on in the 
Pennsylvania coul regions, and a coal 
famine is in wWnmediate prospect 
throughout all the region dependent on 
Pennsylvania for coal. And even this | 
does not seem to have perceptibly im- 
proved the position of Alberta coal. It 
would naturally be supposed that with 
coal at double prices in Pennsylvania | 
and every prospect of an actwal fam- | 
ine, that then if never before the op- 
| portunity to develop Canadian indus- 
try and traffic would be siezed upon. 
Bui it is not so. So far is it from ‘be- 
ing so that in its latest issue the Leth- 
bridga News complains that the coal | 
company there is unable to fill orders 
which it has received for thousands of 
tons of coal because the railway will 
not supply cara.

THE SOUTH AFRICAN LINE. 


The news that arrengements have 
been made for a direct steamship line 
between Canada and South Africa 
shows that the government is alive to 
the needs and possibilities 9° extending 
Canadian trade. { il 

A direct stezmship service is absolu- 
lety necessary to the carrying on of 
successiul trade with any country. Ap- 
parently there are many lines which 
Canada can very wel! supply ta Sguth 
Africa and it would be a pity to miss 
the opportunity for tack of the expense 
necessary to secure a direct service. In 
this connection it may not be out of 
place to remark thal there is a. vast | 
difterence between a freight. service io 
South Africa and a fast line to Britam. 
There is great need of improving ihe 
freight rates ana facilities between 
Canada and Britain, buc the fast line 
project would give ths minimum of 
advantagein this regard at 4a maximym 
of expense, The South African line is 
of course only experimental, but it is 
calculated to give a maximuu. 0° results 
at a minimum of expense,

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THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

The bright ard cheer‘u!l rooms of the 
Public Library were visited by a rep- 
resentative ef the Bulletin on Satur- 
day morning. In its pew quarters in 
the M-Leed block, it is centrally locat- 
ed and gives promise 0° increasing use- 
fulness as its resources are enlarged. 

The first ropm entered. by the visitor 
is the free reading rogpm,. This is open 
to the public from 10 to 1U on week 
days, and fram 2 th 6 on Sundays. It 
is provided with a creditable array of 
newspapers and perivdicals. Among 
the newspapers ure the Winnipeg and 
Toronto Dailies and La Presse. The 
two iocal papers and weeklies from 
the Northwest acd British Columbia 
towns bring the total up to sixteen. 
Among the magazines on the reading 
desk were noted The Canadian Maga- 
zine, The American Monthly, the Nine- 
teenth Century, The Edinburgh Re- 
view, The Argosy, The Straud, Pear- 
sou’s, Ths Wide World, The Lendon 
Magazine, The Ram's Horn and The 
Ladies’ Home Journal. Other Maga- 
zines have been ordered and will be 
aided to this list im a short time. One 
cannot enter this room at ,nyi time 
of day without iinding a few. people 
making use of its advantages. Visitors 
spending a few days in Edmonton fre- 
quently look in to read the eastern 
papers, or to pass a profitable hour 
among the magazines. The light, ad- 
mitied through two skylights, is ad- 
mirable. : 

Communicating with the reading 
room by folding doors is the library 
prqper. This room is accessible to 
members only. It is at present provid- 
ed with bookshelves, two tables anda 
few chairs, but in a short time will 
be more elaborately furnished. On the 
shelves are books whose immaculate 
covers proclaim the tender age of the 
institution. In httle groups that 
crowd iogether for company area few 


‘ of the works, immortal and otherwise, 


of Fiction, of Poetry, of Science and 
Art, while on the fibrarian’s list are 
blank pages devoted to History, Bio- 
graphy, Theology, Travel, Mineralogy, 
Metaphysics, Homiletics and other 
tics and logies. These blank pages, 
however, with their anticipative head- 
ings, attest the faith of its founders 
in the institution. As the vacuum in 
its purse gives way before the increas- 
ing contributions of the public, the 
blanks will fill with honored names, and 
well bound quartos and folios wiil re- 
inforce the litile array already put in- 
to action, Aliogether, one hundred 
volumes are it the disposal of members 
as books of reference or for circula- 
tion. : 

A glance at the history of the  in- 
stitution, or Institute as it must now 
be styled, will show that its progress 
during its very brief existence has been 
most creditable. Dating its history 
from an duspicious day, it came inio 
organized being on the first day of 
the centyry. At the century's endj wha 
can say how grest its resources may 
be, or how large a public it wil! bef.n- 
valuably serving? The first reading 
rooun was opened on the 17th of Jan- 
uary, 1901, in the building naw, occu- 
pied Dr. Jamieson. Its first commii- 
tee was composed of A. T. Cushing, 
chairman, Geo. Bellamy, treasurer, and 
Geo. Goodall, secretary. Its present 
officers are A. H. Cushing, chairman, 
W. T. Williamson, treasurer, and Geo. 
Goodall, secretary. As already  an- 
nounced in the Bulletin, a new eleciign 
of officers will take place on Sept. 
9th. The libraran and caretaker is R, 
W. Armstrong, an enthusiastic biblig- 
phile. The library is open every We2- 
nesday and Saturday from 6:30 to 9 ph 
m. aS 

At first maintaining only a reading 
ropm, the society lasi March was or- 
ganized iato a Public Lubrary and Me- 
chanics’ Institute. Accordingly 11 
will this fall add to its functions the 
holding of lectures and debates, open 
to members. By throwing open ithe 
folding doors between the two rooms 
a comfortable and commodigus lecture 
room will be obtained. Quiet games 
such as chess or draughts will also 
help members to while away the long 
winter evenings. 14 

The funds of the insiitute are drawn 
chiefly from the membership fees. At 
preseat there are eighty-five members 
at an annual fee of three-dollars. Some 
of the church societies have given lib- 
erally in the past and private contri- 
butions have not been aliogether want- 
ing. Last week, too, the council, 
made a grant of $100 to ihe Lustitute. 
Before the library, however, can rise 
tv thar degree of useiuliess iis pro- 
moters hope for, it must have a ‘much 
larger list of sybscribers. The good 
showing already made in so few, months 
augurs well for rapid improvement in 
the future. L 4

The organization of the International 
Harvester Company is an event of im- 
mediate concern io farmers of the Can- 
adian west. The list of iirms entering 
the combine is significant. They are 
all western. They include all the Am- 
erican firms doing any considerable 
business in harvest machinery in Can- 
ada, and no other. The whole trans- 
action bears out the idea that the com- 
bination was eviected with the Cana- 
dian, market specially in view. Fur- 
ther, its consummation follows Closely 
upon the installation by the Deering 
Co. of a manufacturing plant in Ham- 
ton, Oat., So direct an invasion of the 
Canadian field called for immediate ac- 
tion on the pari of the competing firms 
still outside the tariff wall. 

The Canadian press hes devofed some 
space to comment on the deal, Accord-

ing to political ‘as the Can- 
adian farmer or the Canadian 
manufactuer kas been the  ob- 
ject of editorial concern, That 


both manu“acturer and farmer will feel 
the effects of the new arrangements 
there is no room to doubt. A! third 
class is perhaps more radically affected 
than either. li is composed of the 
army of middlemen—agents, collectors, 
&c.,—engaged in tie sale of harvest ma- 
chinery. er Tees © 

With a view to getting the opinions 
of practical mex on the subject a ‘Bul- 
ietin representaiive called last week on 
the local implement dealers, All are 
keenly interested in the situation and 
talked freely of its bearings on the 
trade in Edmonion. Cc 

In one thing they were unanimous. 
The western farmer is bownd to be the 
gainer. 

Thos. Bellamy, agent. for the McCor- 
mick company, had received no definite 
information as to the, plans of the new 
company. By a circular letter he had 
been advised of the change, “For the 
past few years,” says the circular, 
“the materials we use in manufactur- 
ing have 2dvanced steadily. We are led 
to believe that the cost of materials 
wili be still higher, and we are there- 
fore confronted with the alternative of 
raising our prices or of adopting some 
other practical remedy. The new cor- 
poration can avoid the, necessity, of rals- 
ing prices to the local dealer and the 
farmer.” 

“The evident object o° the combina- 
tion,” said Mr. Beliamy, “is to effect 
a saving in operating expenses. A re- 
duction of competition means a reduc- 
tion o° bad sales. Selling agents all 
the way through will be cut off, I 
should rot be surprised if at least 
three of the local dealers were dropped 
in a year or two. Reducing the selling 
agents means reducing the collecting 
agents. Economy in operating means 
lower prices to the buyer, and the 
farmer is bound to reap the benefit.” 

There is a probability that eventual- 
ly, as sco as the surplus stock of steel 
frameworks is exhausted the different 
machines will be merged into one model 
as in the case o¢ the Massey-Harris. Of 
course it will take a couple of years 
to get down to a jinal working basis.” 

Geo. Gilmer, agent for the Champion 
machines, was sven at his office. M. 
N. Jordan, geveraf agent for Alberta, 
British Columbia and Western Assini- 
boia, droppel in cpportuneiy during 
the conversation. Yes, prices will un 
doubtedly be lowered by the amount 
of the duty tormerly paid by the farm- 
er,” was his statement of

“Without any doulbi,” was the reply, 
“Repairs will be kept for all the mod- 
els now manufactured by the separate 
concerns and supplied as in the past 
by the new firm.” 

“Will the firm you represent manu- 
facture in Canada ?” 

“Not according to 4 circular letier 
I have received, It states that Cham- 
pier. machines will still be made in the 
factories at Springfield. They will be | 
sold under the same name and ihrough | 
the same organization as heretofore. It | 
is the intention of the International ! 
Harvester Co. not to advance prices, 
but to institute some economics and } 
reforms in the manufacturs and sale | 
oy machines.” ( : 

“Concerned about it?” said J. Kelly, | 
of Kelly & Beals, “Well, no. We wel: | 


é 


come it, rather. It will merely mean 
the removal of an army 0: canvassers 
and collectors. The «armers will get 
the benefit. The Canadian manufac- 
turers? | don’t see how. they can su’- 
fer. The only loss will be to the rev- 
enye of the country. Every binder 
crossing the line now pays’a duty of 
$20. The new concern will un- 
doubtedly manufacture in Canada and 
avoid the payment of this tax. Yes; 
you may say there is ro danger of the: 
Frost & Wood Co. being absorbed into 
the big concern. Anyway | don’t think 
it is the intentason to destrey Canadian 
competition but merely to reduce oper- 
ating expenses.” : 
W. J. O. Bourchier, of the Deering 
Implement Co., agents for the Deering 
Harvester Co., was still in the dark as 
to the working out ot the new scheme. 
He agreed, however, thai the farmer 
is likely to be benefitted for a few 
years at any rate, The Deering Co. 
having established a factory in Hamil- 
ton would be in a position to sell 
cheaper than heretofore by the amownt 
of the duty they have hitherto paid. 
As the representative of a firm that 
will still have to meet the competition 
of the combine, Mr. Harkness, agent 
for the Massey-Harris Co., was guard- 
ed in his statements. He believed its 
objects to he the reduction of operat- 
ing expenses, “Yes, prices will im all 
probability come down,” was his opin- 
jon. foes, ‘ petal ; 
J. T. La Bissonnier, representing the 
Plano Co., had been notified of the 
change. “The International Harvester 
Co.” according te the letter received,
